Water Turns Babies Blue, 
Sometimes Killing Them 


By ALTON L, BLAKESLEE 

CHICAGO, April 19.—(AP)— 
Drinks of water that turn babies 
blue, sometimes killing them, 
were described last night to the 
American Chemical Society. 


This water, taken from some 


wells, is crystal clear and looks 
innocent But even small 
amounts,.as a straight water 
drink or in milk formulas, can 


make babies start turning blue. 

It does this because it contains 
too much nitrogen, in a form 
that affects the babies’ blood. 
Their blood hemoglobin is altered 
so it doesn’t carry oxygen as it 
should. The blood becomes a 
chocolate color and their skin 
turns bluish or slaty-gray, They 
look like the blue babies whose 
trouble is due to malformed 
hearts, and which often can be 
corrected by operations. 

The blue disease, or cyanosis, | 
from water was first discovered 
in lowa. Report of the disease 
have come from Canada, as well 

Last night James G. Weart, 
sanitary engineer of the illinois 
department of public health, re- 
ported new studies showing that 
this kind of water is fairly wide- 
particularly in shallow 
wells of the midwest.

In Illinois alone last year, he 
said, at least 33 babies got the 
disease from water, amd five of 
them died. 

The bad effect comes from 
nitrogen in the form of nitrate, 
Even as little as 2-1,000ths of one 
per cent. of nitrate in the water 
may be dangerous, Weart said, 
But it apparently is bad only for 
very young babies, he said. 

The simple remedy is to switch 
to water that doesn’t have the 
nitrate. This often works, if the 
disease hasn't gone too far. There 
is no practical way to take the 
nitrate out of water containing 


it, Weart said. Boiling diesn't af- 
fect the nitrate. 

Two other treatments—use of 
vitamin C and of a dye—also will 
overcome the cyansis. The vita- 
min apparently protects the blood 
against the changes, This may be 
the reason, Weart said, why 
older children aren't affected by 
the nitrate water, 

The nitrates apparently get into 
the water from organic nitrogen 
in soil humus, Weart said. It thus 
appears to be a problem especi- 
ally in good agricultural areas.

No Protection For the Public 


There is great good sense behind the 
protest of Alberta's attorney - general 
against amendments to the criminal code 
that would prohibit the trial of those 
charged with conspiracy to commit de- 
famatory libel in any province other than 
that in which the offending publication is 
printed. 

As The Bulletin has already pointed 
out, it is desirable to have complete con- 
formity of procedure in all phases of 
criminal libel. But that conformity should 
be secured, not by bringing libelous con- 
spiracy within the scope of section 888 of 
the Criminal Code, but by amending sec- 
tion 888 so that it makes sense and pro- 
motes justice. 

The implication in section 888, which 
makes it necessary to try criminal libel 
cases in the province where the publica- 
tion is printed or where the editor resides, 
is that a libel is committed in the act of 
printing an offensive article. 

Actually the libel is committed when 
it reaches the eyes of those whose opinion 
will be prejudiced by the article against 
the person libelled. 

In other words, suppose a newspaper 


in Halifax prints a story that maligns a 
man in Vancouver. Morally no libel o¢curs 
when that story is presented to readers 
who never heard of the man who is ma- 
ligned. But when a copy reaches Vancou- 
ver and is read by those who know him, 
the damage is done. The libel, then, is 
committed in Vancouver. 

It is a primary principle of Canadian 
law that an accused person must be tried 
in the place where the alleged offense was 
committed, 

Libel does not lie in the printing, but 
in the publication. 

Section 888 reads in part: 

“Provided that every proprietor, pub- 
lisher, editor or other person charged with 
the publication in a newspaper of any de- 
famatory libel shall be dealt with, indicted, 
tried and punished in the province in which 
he resides, or in which such newspaper is 
printed.” 

Certainly conspiracy to libel and coun- 
selling libel should be included in that sec- 
tion. But the word “published” should be 
substituted for “printed” in the last line. 
Otherwise the public has no protection 
against scurrilous newspapers that hap- 
pen to be printed in some other province, 


A Tourist Bureau Is Not Enough 


The opening of a tourist bureau in 
down town Edmonton within the next two 
weeks will aid the tourist traffic but’ it is 
not a complete solution to this city’s 
tourist problems. In fact, it is only a 
beginning of such a solution, 

A tourist bureau helps tourists. It 
is a necessity where there is any volume 
of tourist business. 

But the factors that induce visitors 
to come here are, first of all, the attrac- 
tiveness of the city and, next, the cama- 
raderie of Edmonton people. 

How many visitors will find our dirty, 
unpaved, pitted streets an attraction? 

How many will find pleasure in the 
dust that rolls through every part of the 
city from those sections that have no 


hard paving? 

The tourist business is said to be 
pro‘ .table. It is said to leave hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in those com- 
munities that find favor. 

If Edmonton could make herself suf- 
ficiently attractive to tourists, an adequate 
paving program would pay for itself in 
tourist money alone within five or ten 
years. 

Edmonton is either in the tourist busi- 
ness or out of it. There can be no half 
way measures, ’ 

If we are in the tourist business we 
should stop playing around with civic 
improvements and lay out the $5,000,000 
which is sdid to be enough to give this 
city a decent system of paved roadways. 


Parking Lines Should Be Visible 


Traffic tickets are being handed out 
by the city police for allegedly illegal park- 
ing in places where the motorist cannot 
possibly know whether he is improperly 
parked or not, 

In many of these places, particularly 
on side streets, the parking lines are com- 
pletely covered with cakes of ice. 

Some city residents may be able to re- 
call where the forbidden space is located. 
But tourists have absolutely no way of 
knowing just where the legal parking area 


begins and where it stops. 

In some cities of Canada and the 
United States, notably in Lethbridge, the 
parking line is carried on and up over the 
sidewalk. Such a line, if kept renewed, is 
visible at all times. Moreover, the motorist 
in process of parking can see this sidewalk 
line much easier than any line in the gut- 
ter. 

It is unfair to penalize motorists for 
improper parking unless the parking line 
is in plain sight, 


Rowdyism on Street Cars 


A boy was taken to a city hospital 
last Thursday, injured by opening the 
rear door of a street car and jumping out 
while the car was still in motion, 

This draws attention to a phase of 
operation by the Edmonton Transit sys- 
tem which should be remedied, In the past 
there have been frequent complaints of 
rowdyism on street cars, particularly by 
boys as they board the cars on their way 
home from schools, 

Spasmodically rather futile efforts

have been made to lessen this abuse of 
the transportation system, generally re- 
sulting from complaints made by patrons 
of the system who are annoyed by the 
rough tactics and hooliganism displayed. 
These young “toughs,” not inherently bad, 
should be checked up. 

The accident points out, not only the 
annoyance to other riders but also the 
potential danger to the boys themselves 
and the possibility of law suits which 
might be commenced against the city as 
the result of such aecidents.

Britain, after a mighty struggle 
with her conscience over long 
generations, finally has decided 
through the medium of her house 
of commons to abolish capital 
punishment for murder during a 
trial period of five years, 

The vote for this notable ex- 
periment—245 to 222—came after 
a dramatic seven-hour debate 
over the question of whether to 
hang or not to hang—a penalty 
which has been exacted for some 
800 years. The verdict represent- 
ed a defeat for government views, 
though it wasn't a political re- 
verse, since the Labor govern- 
ment had given the rank and file 
of its party the privilege of vot- 
ing as they saw fit. and even per- 
mitted members with minor min- 
isterial posts to abstain. 

The Conservatives, whose lead- 
ers were against abolishment, also 
split and thus the issue became 
non-partisan, with Labor and 
Conservative members voting ac- 
cording to their personal leanings. 

In the debate the government 
fought the measure on the 
grounds that it was essentia) for 
the protection of society and that 
abolishment would increase homi- 


cides. Advocates replied with 
humanitarian arguments and a 
particularly cogent point was 
made by Labor member R. T 
Paget, who cited cases in which 
innocent people had been hanged

his isn't the first time, by any 
means, that an effort has been 


made in gommons te do away 


with hanging for homicide—a 
move, by the way, which doesn't 
affect the death penalty for trea- 
son, sabotage of the royal dock- 
yards and piracy. Previously, 
however, the government has 
beaten down the proposal with its 
plea of necessity, 

Renewal of the proposal now 
was, I suspect, partly a psycho- 
logical reaction to all the blood- 
shed and hatreds which have at- 
tended the world war. The im- 
pulse was humanitarian and un- 
doubtedly religion entered into 
it strongly, for England still re- 
members the commandment: 
“Thou shalt not kill.” The Lon- 
don Daily Graphic summed the 
debate up like this: 

“The British idea of justice, 
founded not on punishment but 
on mercy, shone through all the 
arguments in the house, and those 
who disagree with the verdict 
should draw satisfaction from the 
fact that in a world of relaxed 
standards Britain keeps her prin- 
ciples high.” 

The plea about the danger of a 
miscarriage of justice is a power- 
ful one, since mistakes do happen 
in trials and an error can't very 
well be repaired after the con- 
demned has taken the drop. So 
far as Britain is concerned, her 
mistakes probably have been very 
few in modern times, for my ob- 
servation is that justice maintains 


a very even balance, and I've 
seen numerous murder trials 
ibere 


cost of living my greatest prob- 
lem, and frankly speaking, in so 
far as the increased freight rates 
are responsible for aggravating 
the provlem of existence, the in- 
creased rates were in my opin- 
ion, unnecessary and unwarrant- 
ed.

It is reasonable to assume, that 
where dividends are paid, thére 
must certainly have been an in- 
come tax, and when the CPR 
paid income tax and dividends in 
its 1947 operations it must have 
operated at a profit; in view of 
that fact, the action of the gov- 
ernment in refusing the request 
of the provinces that the in- 
creases be held back pending 
further investigation is regret- 
able, while its action in appoint- 
ing the same board which grant- 
ed the increase, to conduct a new 
enquiry on the same subject, is 
suggestive of many things, and 
among them is the suspicion that 
the CPR has a friend at court,

New Film Blasts 
Racial Prejudice 


“Gentlemen's Agreement” has 
moved from the first-run, down- 
town theatre in Vancouver, and 
will shortly begin its tour of the 
suburban houses. It's probably 
not too late to add some com- 
ment. The opinion on this Acad- 
emy Award winning picture so 
far has been cheerfully unani- 
mous, Nothing in the paragraphs 
below ofl! be in the nature of 
dissent. 

There were many moments 
during the unwinding of that 
film when I had the urge to 
spring to my feet shouting “huz- 
zah,” a reaction depressingly rare 
in these days of pernicious anae- 
mia in the moving picture in- 
dustry. 

The picture is all the more 
important and worthy of public 
praise because it may be the last 
of its kind for some time. Holly- 
wood is now in the grip of fear 
from falling box office receipts 
and anti-Communist investiga- 
tions. More than one expert has 
predicted a wave of innocuous 
non-controversial pictures. As 
one writer put it, the only “safe” 
star in California is Lassie. 
James Felton, writing in this 
month’s issue of ‘48 Magazine 
puts it bluntly this way: “Until 
the economic and political clim- 
ate improves, there will be no 
movies with messages. Twen- 
tieth Century-Fox wouldn't think 
of starting production today of 
‘Gentleman’s Agreement.’ It is 
doubtful whether RKO would 
consider filming ‘Crossfire’ now.” 

“Crossfire,” too, was an im- 
portant picture with a real im- 
pact. Edward Dmytryk, who had 
a prominent share in the writing, 
directing and producing of that 
courageous film, was one of the 
ten top artists released by pan- 
icky Hollywood studios as the 
result of “un-American” inquiries 

Both these films, “Gentlemen's 
Agreement” and “Crossfire,” are 
strong indictments against anti- 
Semitism, It’s a sobering thought 
that financial or political fear 
can silence that kind of message 
in a nation that shouts for its 
freedom, 

If Hollywood abandons 
freedom and sets out to prove 
only that we should all love 
Betty Grable and handsome collie 
dogs it will surprise no one who 
has observed the steady decline 
of the celluloid industry. 


Film Provides 


Real Drama 


Ia the slick paper magazines 
the film reviewers have not been 
too kind to “Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment” and certainly it has its 
weaknesses by over-stating and 
over-drgmatizing a problem that 
seldom \becomes a clear issue in 
real life, This was the criticism, 
too, of Laura Hobson's novel from 
which Moss Hart adapted the 
screen platy, 

I won't go along with that 
criticism. If the book and movie 
made the issues seem too simple, 
as those critics suggested, I think

of day-to-day imtolerance, 

In your block today some 
youngster may call a little boy 
“a dirty Jew.” In this province 
there are many exclusive sum- 
mer resorts where Jews are re- 
stricted. There is one man in 
almost every group who wheezes 
the foul propaganda of racial 
superiority. A foreign-sounding 
name will keep a man out of the 
private club or the fraternity of 
the residential area, 

These things exist. They are no 
script writer's idea, And to fight 
them in any media—radio, movies, 
novels, newspapers or just by 
word of mouth—you have to 
swing out with a heavy, blunt 
instrument, Nothing lighter will 
do. 

“Gentlemen's agreement swings 
hard and wet, like “Crossfire,” it 
isn't merely a film with a mes- 
sage. It is fast-moving, dramatie 
entertainment that will please 
almost any kind of theatre pa- 
tron, 

I would suggest that this pie 
ture be shown to every high 
school student in our town, I 
am not certain that it, alone, 
would give every youngster the 
right slant on this problem, but 
I know they would give it a hear- 
ing. It is that kind of a movie. 

My own reaction, as a parent, 
was that this was something I 
wanted my daughter to hear in 
helping her answer the questions 
all of us face at some time or 
other and so often have answered 
by voices of ignorance. 


Fight For 
Everybody 


In one of the scenes of the pic- 
ture the heroine is telling of an 
awkward experience at a dinner 
party. A man had told one of 
“those” stories about a Jew, filled 
with the ugly words of race hat- 
red. Wasn't it proof of her own 
intellectual honesty, she wanted 
to know, that this story had dis- 
gusted her? 

The young Jewish Army cap- 
tain replies to this question, Dis- 
gust and revulsion are not enough, 
he points out. To believe in jus- 
tice and freedom you must fight 
for it on every score and on what- 
ever grounds your opponent se- 
lects. 

As the scene unfolded I was 

remembering an acquaintance 
who tells just such funny stories, 
of another who has his prospec- 
tive employees fill out “religious 
denomination” cards, of another 
who would not rent his house to 
a Jewish family. Like the girl in 
the picture I was sickened by 
these things, but I never spoke 
up. 
I hope now that I can remem- 
ber some lines in a Hollywood 
movie, probably the first time 
that has happened, because there 
is the answer to this whole sick- 
ening business, 

It is everybody's fight and I'm 
grateful to “Gentlemen's Agree- 
ment” for that reminder,

U.S. U.S. PREPARES UNDERWATER MISSILES ‘MISSILES 


Tests Are Being Made 
On Top-Secret Weapons 


By RALPH DIGHTON 

PASADENA, Calif., April 19.— 
(AP)—A tiny torpedo, no bigger 
than a child’s arm, poises briefly 
on the ramp of a 20th-century 
crossbow and then hurtles for- 
ward into a glass-sided tank of 
water, 

Its progress is recorded elec- 
trically by cameras capable of 
taking thousands of pictures a 
second, 

Upon its behavior in the tank 
will depend the design of new, 
top-secret underwater weapons 
for the United States. 

The scene is a small scientific 
laboratory, operated by the Pasa- 
dena Underwater Division of the 
Naval ordnance test station head- 
quarters at Inyokern, Calif. For 
years the existence of this labora- 
tory has been secret. Here phy- 
sicists and engineers are rectify- 
ing the mistakes of the last two 
wars, and finding out what makes 
a torpedo zig when it should zag

Those who keep im mind the 
mature of that recession are not 
unduly disturbed, but unfortu- 
nately the word frequently gets 
confused with the depression of 
the ‘30's which was a different 
thing, 

For those who wish to read the 
future by the past, the current 
issue of Canadian Statistical Re- 
view, published by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics, has some 
comment. Among other things, it 
seems to support predictions that
